Boy King’s Face Unwrapped 


CAIRO, EGYPT I The first CT scan facial recon- 
structions of King Tutankhamun’s mummy 
have produced images strikingly similar to 
the boy pharaoh’s ancient portraits, with one 
model showing a baby-faced young man with 
chubby cheeks and a round chin. 

That model, a photo of which was released 
Tuesday, bears a strong resemblance to the 
gold mask of King Tut found in his tomb in 
1922 by the British excavation led by Howard 
Carter. The beardless man depicted has soft 
features and a weak chin, and his eyes are 
highlighted by thick eyeliner. 

Working independently, three teams of 


forensic artists and scien- 
tists — from France, the 
United States and Egypt 
— each built a model of the 
boy pharaoh’s face based 
on some 1,700 high-resolu- 
tion photos from CT scans 
of his mummy to reveal 
what he looked like the 
day he died nearly 3,300 years ago. 

The CT scans — the first done on an 
Egyptian mummy — suggest King Tut was a 
healthy, yet slightly built 19-year-old, standing 
5 feet, 6 inches tall at the time of his death, (ap) 


Snipers 
To Face 
Md. Trials 

Muhammad, Malvo head 
to state where 6 were killed 

RICHMOND, VA. I Snipers John Allen 
Muhammad and Lee Boyd Malvo will stand 
trial next in Maryland, where six of the 10 
slayings in their murderous spree took place. 
Gov. Mark R. Warner determined Tuesday. 

Muhammad, 44, and Malvo, 20, face 
extradition across the Potomac for additional 
trials in the ambush shootings that terrorized 
the D.C. region in the fall of 2002. 

Both men have been 
convicted of murder in 
Virginia: Muhammad 
was sentenced in 2003 to 
death on two counts of capi- 
tal murder; Malvo, 17 at the 
time of the shootings, was 
sentenced to life in prison 
without parole. 

Other states also wanted custody of the 
pair, including Louisiana and Alabama. 

Warner and Maryland Gov. Robert Ehrlich 
agreed to move Muhammad and Malvo to 
Montgomery County, Md., where many of the 
attacks were carried out and where authori- 
ties from several jurisdictions coordinated 
the desperate hunt for the killers. 

“Now that Virginia’s prosecution of these 
two individuals has concluded, it is important 
that families of the victims of the sniper inci- 
dents in other jurisdictions have an oppor- 
tunity to seek justice,” Warner said. 

Montgomery County State’s Attorney 
Douglas Gansler said he plans to try both 
men on the six counts of murder the county 
filed against each of them, bob lewis (a p)

Ruling agrees that 
details of energy task 
force can stay secret 

WASHINGTON I Vice President Dick 
Cheney doesn’t have to disclose the 
advice his energy task force got from 
the industry, an appeals court ruled 
Tuesday in what probably was a final 
blow to a politically charged lawsuit 
over public access to White House 
decision making. 

The task force met in 2001 and 
produced pro -industry recommen- 
dations for sweeping energy legisla- 
tion now before Congress.

Congress 
Approves 
$82B Bill 

Senate votes 100-0 in 
favor of spending for 
Iraq, Afghan eonfliets 

WASHINGTON I Congress approved 
an additional $82 billion for Iraq 
and Afghanistan and combating 
terrorism worldwide on Tuesday, 
boosting the cost of the global 
effort since 2001 to more than 
$300 billion. 

The Senate approved the mea- 
sure by a 100-0 vote Tuesday. The 
House approved the bill last week. 
It now goes to President Bush for 
his signature, which is certain. 

The fifth such emergency spend- 
ing package Congress has taken up 
since the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks, the bill includes sweeping 
immigration changes and a near- 
ly tenfold increase in the one-time 
payment for families of troops killed 
in combat. 

Most of the money — $75.9 bil- 
lion — is slated for military opera- 
tions in Iraq and Afghanistan, while 
$4.2 billion goes to foreign aid and 
other programs, liz sidoti (ap)

Critical Court Rulings Still to Come 


But biggest question 
remains whether 
Rehnquist will retire 

WASHINGTON I Highly anticipat- 
ed decisions on medical marijua- 
na, Ten Commandments displays 
and Internet sharing of movies 
and music are still to come in the 
final weeks of the Supreme Court 
term. 

And then there’s perhaps the big- 
gest story of all — whether the court 
gets its first opening in a decade. 

Chief Justice William H. 
Rehnquist, 80, has been the focus 


of retirement speculation since he 
announced in October that he had 
thyroid cancer. 

Rehnquist has been working 
full-time and has given no indica- 
tion of his plans, though most court 
watchers believe he will step down. 
His departure likely would lead to a 
political fight over a successor who 
could reshape a court divided 5-4 
on the death penalty, affirmative 
action and gay rights. 

One of the most closely watched 
decisions still to come involves 
whether states can shield medi- 
cal marijuana users from federal 
prosecution on drug charges. The

case pits the conservative anti- drug 
interests of the Bush administration 
against conservative principles of 
states’ rights. 

Another emotional issue involves 
Ten Commandments displays. 
Justices will rule in a pair of cases 
asking whether such displays on 
government property violate the 
Constitution’s ban on “establish- 
ment” of religion. 

The justices will also decide a 
big-money dispute over wheth- 
er Internet file -sharing services 
should be held responsible when 
their customers illegally swap songs 
and movies online, hopeyen(ap)

Missing Since Vietnam, 
GIs Finally Laid to Rest 


ARLINGTON, VA. I As a Marine 
band played taps and a hawk cir- 
cled overhead, Phillip Dale Tycz 
said he felt his brother had finally 
come home. 

For nearly four decades, the 
remains of Tycz’s younger brother. 
Marine Sgt. James Neil Tycz, 22, of 
Milwaukee, had been missing on a 
hill in Vietnam, along with those of 
three other servicemen killed in a 
firefight on May 10, 1967. 

On Tuesday, there were burial 
services for three of the men at

Presidential Hepefuls Queue 
Up; Rafsanjani Declares Bid 

Former Iranian President Hashemi 
Rafsanjani, a savvy pragmatist who 
has attempted to make contacts with 
the United States in the past, said 
Tuesday he would seek the job again 
as more than 90 
Iranians formally 
signed up to run 
in next month’s 
presidential elec- 
tion. The vote 
will choose a 
successor to out- 
going President 
Mohammad Khatami, who came 
to power in a landslide in 1997 but 
whose attempts to bring political 
and social reforms were stifled by 
hard-line clerics. He is barred by 
law from running again, (ap)

Hariri’s Son to Run for the 
Slain PM’s Parliament Seat 

A son of slain former Prime Minister 
Rafik Hariri has launched his cam- 
paign to take his father’s parliamen- 
tary seat and lead a Beirut ticket, 
urging supporters to turn out in 
large numbers as a show of loyalty 
to the politician whose assassina- 
tion led to Syria pulling its army out 
of Lebanon. But Saad Hariri, who

Iraq Insurgents Seen as Well-Trained 


Marines sweep through desert region near Syria 


BAGHDAD I Hundreds of Marines 
pushed through a lawless region 
on the Syrian frontier Tuesday after 
battling past well-armed militants. 
Insurgents kidnapped the provincial 
governor as a bargaining chip. 

As many as 100 insurgents 
were killed in the first 48 hours of 
Operation Matador, as American 
troops cleared villages along the 
Euphrates, then crossed in rafts and 


on a pontoon bridge, the U.S. com- 
mand said. At least three Marines 
were reported killed during the first 
three days of the offensive. 

The operation was launched after 
U.S. intelligence showed followers 
of Iraq’s most wanted terrorist, Abu 
Musab al-Zarqawi, took refuge in 
the remote desert region. 

At the Pentagon, Marine Lt. Gen. 
James T. Conway, director of opera-

tions for the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
said the assault in the northern 
Jazirah Desert had run into well- 
equipped and trained fighters. 

The U.S. offensive comes amid a 
surge of militant attacks that have 
targeted the U.S. military and Iraqi 
security forces and civilians. At least 
two car bombs exploded Tuesday 
in downtown Baghdad, targeting 
U.S. and Iraqi troops. At least nine 
Iraqis were killed and 19 wounded, 
the Interior Ministry said, (ap)

Germany Dedicates Holocaust Memorial 


BERLIN I Germany dedicated its 
new national Holocaust memo- 
rial Tuesday with a rabbi’s prayer 
for the dead and a survivor’s plea 
for reconciliation. 

Chancellor Gerhard Schroeder 
joined Jewish leaders and hundreds 
of other dignitaries in opening the 
memorial, an undulating field of 
more than 2,700 concrete slabs 
meant to evoke the helplessness of 


the Holocaust’s victims. 

Backers had insisted on a place in 
the heart of reunited Berlin, a block 
from the Brandenburg Gate and near 
where Adolf Hitler holed up in his 
bunker at the end of World War II. 
The opening was timed to coincide 
with this month’s 60th anniversary 
of Nazi Germany’s surrender. 

Holocaust survivor Sabina van 
der Linden riveted the audience with 


her account of survival in Nazi-occu- 
pied Poland. She was sheltered at 
great risk by a Christian family and 
later survived by hiding in a forest. 
Her parents and brother died. 

She said that her survival repre- 
sented “a victory of all decent peo- 
ple over evil.” 

Schroeder, visibly moved, clasped 
van der Linden’s hands as she left

Canada’s Ruling 
Party Lashed by 
Parliament Vote 

TORONTO |A vote recommending 
Canada’s ruling Liberal party resign 
passed in Parliament on Tuesday, 
but Prime Minister Paul Martin’s 
government dismissed the motion 
as a procedural matter. 

The opposition has been angling 
for a technical maneuver to bring 
down Martin’s minority gov- 
ernment, which has been para- 
lyzed for weeks by verbal brawls 
over a corruption scandal within 
his Liberal Party. Tuesday’s vote 
passed 153-150. 

Constitutional experts, however, 
said that Tuesday’s motion technical- 
ly is not a confidence vote and there- 
fore should not trigger an election. 
But they say a Liberal defeat could 
have political consequences and lead 
to paralysis in Parliament, (ap)

Hearty Welcome for Bush 

President hailed as a 
‘freedom fighter’ by 
Georgias new leader 


TBILISI, GEORGIA | Cheered by tens 
of thousands in a former Soviet 
republic, President Bush urged the 
spread of democracy Tuesday across 
the former communist world and 
beyond, declaring that oppressed 
people “are demanding their free- 
dom and they shall have it.” 

Bush said that Georgia, where 
the peaceful Rose Revolution in 
2003 sparked governmental change 
in the region, was inspiring reform- 
ers around the world. “Freedom will 
be the future of every nation and 
every people on Earth,” he said. 

The president’s words were likely 
to irritate Moscow, which already 
complains the U.S. is meddling in 


Russia’s backyard. Russia had object- 
ed to Bush’s stop here and in Latvia, 
another former Soviet republic. 

Bush received a tumultuous wel- 
come in Freedom Square, where 
Soviet forces violently broke up 
large protests in 1989. It’s also where 
demonstrators gathered in 2003 for 
protests that ousted then-President 
Eduard Shevardnadze. 


Estimates of the crowd varied 
wildly, from fewer than 100,000 
to more than 300,000. Georgian 
President Mikhail Saakashvili said 
it was the largest gathering ever in 
the country, and it was one of the 
largest Bush ever has addressed. 

“We welcome you as a freedom 
fighter,” Saakashvili told Bush, the 
first U.S. leader to visit here, (ap)

D.C. Council allocates 
$15 million to prevent 
firing of 300 teachers 

WASHINGTON I The District of 
Columbia Council voted Tuesday 
to spend most of the city’s surplus 
tax revenue on schools — money that 
would prevent teacher layoffs and 
fund major building renovations. 

In divvying up the city’s $40 
million surplus, Council members 
agreed to provide $15 million to the 
school system to prevent more than 
300 layoffs after school officials did 
not budget for a negotiated pay raise 
for teachers. A separate $10 million 
will finance up to $100 million in 
bonds for major renovations. 

The city’s $4.94 billion budget now 
goes to Congress for review and to 
President Bush for final approval. 

At least one provision in the 
budget may give federal lawmak- 
ers pause. The Council proposed 
new sales taxes on merchandise 
sold in federal gift shops such as 
the Smithsonian Institution — aline 
deleted by Congress in the past. 

The Council also allocated money 
for the D.C. Housing Authority to 
fund its police force, to add new 
staff positions at the Department 
of Child and Family Services and 
to give their own staff members a 
pay raise, brett zongker (ap) 


WASHINGTON! Attorneys for a popu- 
lar nightclub urged city alcohol reg- 
ulators Tuesday to reinstate Club 
U’s license, with a witness testify- 
ing that more security could solve 
some problems. 

The club’s liquor license was 
suspended Feb. 14, one day after 
Terrence Brown, 31, was found 
stabbed to death in the Frank D. 
Reeves Municipal Center, where 
the club is located. 


Prosecutors from the city rested 
their case Tuesday after describing 
the shooting is one example of what 
is a “persistent pattern” of violence 
at the go-go club. 

David Wilmot, an attorney for 
the club’s owners, responded by call- 
ing Trevor Hewick, a private detec- 
tive hired by Club U to look into 
the spate of crimes.

United’s Bid to Toss 
Pension Plans OK’d 


Ruling could lead to 
largest pension default 
in American history 

CHICAGO I A federal bankruptcy 
judge approved United Airlines’ plan 
to terminate its employees’ pension 
plans on Tuesday, clearing the way 
for the largest corporate -pension 
default in American history. 

The ruling, which carries broad 
implications for U.S. airlines, shifts 
responsibility for United’s four 
defined-benefit plans to the gov- 
ernment’s pension agency. That 
will save United an estimated $645 
million a year, part of the $2 billion 
in annual savings it says it needs to 
line up enough financing to emerge 
from Chapter 11 bankruptcy. 

But the cost will be painful to its 
employees, who stand to lose thou- 
sands of dollars annually off their 
pensions when they are assumed by

the Pension Benefit Guaranty Corp., 
the government’s insurer. 

United Chief Financial Officer 
Jake Brace said the ruling is crucial 
for United to come out of bankrupt- 
cy.

“This is not in 
anyway a joyous day.”

ROAD TEST I The 2006 Infiniti 
M45 Sport is bristling with elec- 
tronic safety aids that, altogether, 
amount to the first stirrings of the 
automotive Nanny State.

D E S I G N I Ford has hired a celebrated 
former Chrysler automotive designer 
in a bid to get its own design engine 
firing on all cylinders. 

Freeman Thomas, 47, will 
become head of Ford’s advanced 
design studio June 1. Thomas, who 
helped develop the popular Chrysler 
300 sedan with its attention-grab- 
bing front grille, resigned as a senior 
designer at Chrysler’s advanced 
design center last month. 

At Ford he will reunite with 
J Mays, Ford’s vice president for 
design. The two were colleagues at 
Volkswagen in the 1990s and col- 
laborated on the Volkswagen New 
Beetle and the Audi TT coupe and 
roadster. 

At Ford, Thomas will work both 
on future concept vehicles and on 
production vehicles for North 
America. His design team will 
work on Ford, Mercury, Lincoln 
and North American versions of 
the company’s European brands: 
Volvo, Jaguar and Land Rover. 

Analysts applauded the move. 
Ford has scored well with the 
designs of specialty vehicles, 
including the retro -styled 2006 
Mustang and the exotic GT per-

formance car. But designs for its 
high-volume models, such as the 
new Five Hundred sedan and 
Freestyle wagon, are considered 
to be middling, and their sales 
have been disappointing. 

“They clearly are struggling on 
their mainstream vehicles,” said 
Wes Brown, an industry analyst. 
Ford needs “to create a stir among 
consumers, and Mr. Thomas is a 
great choice for that.” 

Thomas’ hiring is part of an 
effort to build a cohesive design 
team. “They now, all of a sudden, 
are stocked with a lot of top talent,” 
said Gordon Wangers of AMCI, an 
automotive research firm. 

Thomas said he saw the studio 
taking on a more important role in 
design strategies. “I’ll have respon- 
sibility for all North American stra- 
tegic design and will be able to look 
10 to 15 years into the future and 
use those ideas to help affect (near- 
term) production vehicles,” he said.

PROFUNDS FIELD AT RFK? Yeah, 
that’s where I want see a game 
— right after I fly back from 
MinuteMaid Park in Houston. 

Come on. 

The Washington Post report- 
ed last week that Bethesda-based 
investment firm ProFunds Advisors 
is close to finalizing a three -year, 
$5 million deal with the D.C. Sports 
and Entertainment Commission 
to rename Robert F. Kennedy 
Memorial Stadium. 

What’s wrong with the simple 
name, RFK Stadium? It’s been 
good enough since 1969. 

But I guess even the older sta-

have held off on selling their sta- 
diums’ naming rights. 

These corporate names seem 
ridiculous and in some cases confus- 
ing.

Ameries Go-Go Gold 


The hot R&B singer 
put D.C.’s signature 
sound in the mix 

GENRES I Last December, Amerie 
and co-manager Lenny Nicholson 
decided to leak her new song “1 
Thing.” Some four months later, 
the pair’s gamble is paying off. 

“1 Thing” percolated to the top 
of Billboard’s Hot R&B/Hip-Hop 
Songs chart last week, supplanting 
“Hate It or Love It” by the Game 
Featuring 50 Cent. The song 
sounds the charge for Amerie’s 
second album, “Touch.” 

“[The label] had had the record 
since last spring,” said Amerie 
(whose last name is Rogers). “But 
they didn’t want to put it out. 
Lenny and I thought about it a lot 
and decided it’s do or die.” 

The dance track’s sound can 
be traced to Amerie’s roots in 
Washington, D.C., home of the 
percussion- driven musical style 
known as go-go. 

The funk subgenre appears to 
be undergoing a resurgence: Go- 
go pioneer Chuck Brown debuted 
at No. 46 on Billboard’s Top R&B/ 
Hip-Hop Albums last issue with 
“The Best of Chuck Brown.” (In

1978, Brown & the Soul Searchers 
topped the R&B chart with the 
go-go anthem “Bustin’ Loose, 
Part 1.”) 

Recently, such contemporary 
acts as Jennifer Lopez (with “Get 
Right”) have mined the same vein, 
and sometimes go-go looks to the 
pop world as well — the D.C. -based 
band Rare Essence reworked Ashlee 
Simpson’s “Pieces of Me.” 

“The roots of go-go music are 
very drumbeat- driven and soul- 
ful, a grass-roots sound,” said 
Traci Latrelle, music director of 
WHUR radio. “That’s what makes 
the Amerie track hot.” 

“I wanted a different feel this 
time,” Amerie said of her new 
album, and “1 Thing” in particu- 
lar. “We did midtempo go-go on 
‘Need You Tonight’ from my first 
album. But ‘1 Thing’ is more high- 
energy, infectious.” 

Amerie enlisted a diverse slate of 
producers on the project in a quest 
to assert herself 

“I’m more confident now 
about what I want,” she said. 
“And while wanting to diversify 
my sound, I also wanted one con- 
stant to remain — making sure I 
stay true to myself as an artist.”

D 0 M I C I L E S I Over the past 15 seasons, 
the camera-laden homes on MTV’s 
“The Real World” have become as 
much of character as the seven 
strangers who live within it. 

For the sweet l6th season in 
Austin premiering June 21, MTV 
and Bunim-Murray Productions 
hired native interior design Joel 
Mozersky to transform an old ware- 
house into a reality TV domicile. 

But it doesn’t show. Mozersky 
filled the space with Texas kitsch, 
art from friends, Italian furniture 
and a pool.

A sleek vintage vinyl couch, lava 
stone coffee table and mod seats 
adorn the small living area. Two 
plastic bubble chairs hang above a 


white flokati shag rug. “I used the 
bubble chairs because I think they’re 
a really fun chair,” said Mozersky. 

It might be hard to cook in a 
kitchen this loud. The walls are 
pink, the cabinets are red and a 
tree trunk with an island atop it 
sprouts up in the center. At least the 
stainless -steel fridge is calming — 
it’s loaded with organic goods. 

There’s a small pool in the cen- 
ter of the warehouse, carved out of 
indigenous leuter stone. The roomies 
can’t even escape from the cameras 
while dipping in the pool: A camera 
is hidden below one of the jets. “It’s 
more geared toward young adults 
getting together than anybody doing 
laps,” added Mozersky. 

Each of the three bedrooms 
is decorated with a native flora 
theme and corresponding deco- 
rative mural: thistle, tumbleweed 
and guava cactus.

New device offers up 
speedy diagnosis of 
on-field concussions 

It looks like an oversized pair of 
tinted goggles with a large plastic 
set of earmuffs, but researchers say 
an odd-looking new device may help 
save football players’ lives. 

Called DETECT, the new 
device can determine whether a 
player has suffered a concussion 
that requires immediate medical 
attention in minutes on the side- 
lines of a game. Traditional brain 
injury exams can take an hour in a 
hospital or specialist’s office. 

Designed by researchers from 
the Georgia Institute of Technology 
and Emory University, the device is 
being tested in Atlanta emergency 
rooms. Its creators also hope to start 
testing it at Georgia Tech football 
games next season. 

“If a football player takes a hit, 
it’s not known if he has an injury 
or not,” said Michelle LaPlaca, 


one of the creators. “We’re trying 
to catch those players that should 
not be back in the game.” 

The device — short for Display 
Enhanced Testing for Concussions 
and Mild Traumatic Brain Injury 
System — shows an injured player 
words and shapes to test his cogni- 
tive ability and memory. The device, 
which would cost between $500 and 
$1,000, blocks external stimuli that 
could interfere with testing, such as 
light and sound. This allows the test 
to be given in virtually any setting, 
even a bright football field with a 
roaring crowd. It can determine in 
up to 7 minutes whether a person 
needs to be taken to a doctor. 

“We needed something very fast, 
or coaches wouldn’t use it because 
they don’t want to take a player out 
ofthe game very long,” said Dr. David 
Wright, another creator. 

Many players end up back in the 
game after suffering a head injury. 
Dr. Don Penney, a neurosurgeon 
in Lawrenceville, Ga., said studies 
have found that about 70 percent 
of players who suffer head injuries 
immediately return to the field. 
Returning to a game too soon with 
a head injury means increasing the

chance a player will become seriously 
injured if hit again. “Second impact 
syndrome,” a repeat concussion not 
long after receiving the first head 
injury, can cause rapid brain swell- 
ing that can lead to a coma or death, 
the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention warns. 

Nearly 1 in 5 high school players 
have had at least one minor head inju- 
ry and about 300,000 people suffer 
sports-related head injuries yearly. 

“There’s room for a lot of improve- 
ment in how we manage concus- 
sions on the sideline. If it’s simple to 
utilize, then it would make it avail- 
able to trainers and coaches,” said 
Penney, danielyee (ap)

Allied health careers 
are booming. Howto 
get in on the action 

When Laura Deutsch was shopping 
around for a new career, she looked 
at the Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 
Web site and chose health infor- 
mation technology after seeing 
that it is one of the fastest grow- 
ing professions in the country. She 
also could have chosen to become a 
medical assistant, a physician assis- 
tant, a home health aide, a physi- 
cal therapist, dental hygienist or 


respiratory therapist, all among 
the 30 fields expected to grow in 
the next decade. 

Health care jobs are experienc- 
ing a huge boom right now, and the 
biggest growth is not in physician or 
nursing positions. As the U.S. popu- 
lation increases, baby boomers get 
older and health insurance compa- 
nies put the squeeze on physicians, 
other medical careers are playing a 
bigger part in health care. Known 
as allied health professions, these 
careers include everything from 
radiologic technologist — the per- 
son in a hospital or doctor’s office 


who takes x-rays — to dance thera- 
pist, a person who uses movement 
to help rehabilitate the body and 
mind. 

“Most people know nurses and 
doctors, but they don’t know there’s 
a whole group of medical specialists 
that make up your health care team,” 
said Rose Aehle, who teaches radio- 
logical technology at Montgomery 
College in Takoma Park. Right now, 
there are shortages in almost every 
one of the allied health fields. That 
scarcity, combined with the allure 
of helping people and making a

decent salary with only a few years 
of training, is drawing many into 
the field. 

One of the most popular is den- 
tal assistant. Dr. Bonita Cody has 
a full class of aspiring DAs at ACT 
College in Rosslyn and recently, in 
a class called Issues and Techniques 
in Patient Care, they learned how 
to floss a patient’s teeth. “I really 
want you all to get proficient at 
this because you need to teach the 
patient,” she lectured as the students 
pulled floss through their fingers as 
if they’d never seen it before. 

“We’re just beginners,” explained 
Janice Brooks, 44, who started in 
the program a few months ago. She 
had trained as a dental assistant in 
her early 20s, then quit, and now 
is back to try it again. She wants 
to help people, she said, and “who 


doesn’t like a pretty smile?” 

Like many training programs 
around the area, the ACT College 
dental assistant program mixes 
both classroom lectures and prac- 
tical experience. 

“A lot of this stuff you can’t 
learn in books,” Cody said. That’s 
why the students practiced flossing 
techniques using each other’s teeth 
and a special dye that showed them 
the spots they missed. 

In the medical assistant class 
down the hall, students also learn 
by doing. On a day when they were 
finishing up a five -week unit on 
phlebotomy (drawing blood), they 
partnered up and took blood from 
their peers as if he or she were a 
patient. The instructor, Diane 
Zigler, a registered nurse, said 
she’s looking to make sure that the 
students communicate with their

“patients” throughout the proce- 
dure. 

Alonda Johnson, 21, began the 
medical assisting program last fall. 
Eventually, she said, she’d like to be 
a registered nurse, but she plans to 
use her training in medical assisting 
as a “stepping stone” in her career. 
She likes the hands-on work that 
medical assistants do with patients, 
and drawing blood, “gives me a 
rush,” she said. 

Education and training for a 
career in allied health is as varied 
as the professions within the field. 
Most of the students in the medi- 
cal and dental assisting programs 
at ACT College come away with 
a diploma in a year or so. Other 
careers, such as physician assis- 
tant, require at least a bachelor’s 
degree and are moving toward 
requiring a master’s. 

“There’s so many allied health 
specialties I don’t even know 
where to begin,” said Christopher 
Damon, the executive director of the 
American Medical Technologists, 
an organization that certifies sev- 


eral allied health professions. 

Many training programs offer 
associate’s degrees, the degree usu- 
ally conferred by a community col- 
lege, with a heavy load of science. 
Deutsch, 43, expects to gradu- 
ate with an associate’s degree in 
health information technology 


from Montgomery College next 
December. Earlier she’d gotten a 
bachelor’s degree in public health 
and held nursing jobs. 

This time around, she’s taken 
courses in human anatomy and 
physiology, concepts of disease 
and medical terminology — stan- 


dard fare for many allied health 
programs. Then she takes cours- 
es specific to her field, including 
electronic patient billing, medical 
records coding and performance 
improvement. After completing 
a rotation at Shady Adventist 
Hospital, she realized that she liked 
working on quality improvement 

— making sure the hospital is pro- 
viding the best care to its patients 

— and plans to look for a job in 
that specialty when she finishes 
her program. 

In addition to training within 
the school, most programs require 
some sort of internship in which 
students work with professionals 
already in the field. At Northern 
Virginia Community College, 
which opened a medical campus in 
Annandale in 2003, students in the 
paramedic training program spend 
time with professional paramedics 
going out on calls. To get their asso- 
ciate’s degree, they’re required to do 
25 team leads, where they’re call- 
ing the shots in the emergency “up 
to a certain point,” said instructor 


Gary Fitzsimmons. (Professionals 
take over if the student makes a 
mistake.) 

Salaries, too, vary among the 
professions. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics estimates that medi- 
cal assistants earn an average of 
$24,000 per year. For physician 
assistants, the average salary is 
about $65,000, according to the 
BLS. 

Radiological technologists, said 
Aehle, make between $40,000 and 
$45,000 after graduation. “You can 
support a family on a radiography 
career,” she said. 

She thinks that’s one reason why 
she sees many older students who 
are coming back to school after 
being in other jobs. Younger peo- 
ple, she said, “don’t think of com- 
munity college as giving them a 
career after two years,” though 
after people work for a few years 
in a job they don’t like, they tend to 
look at allied health careers. And 
with the way the field is growing, 
it’s likely they’ll be happy with what 
they find. Elizabeth querna

York or San Francisco are the 
places to go, but Washington has 
its fair share of wonderful restau- 
rants both at the fine dining level 
and neighborhood level.” 

Steven Anderson, president and 
CEO of the Washington-based 
National Restaurant Association, 
agreed. “There are 900,000 food 
outlets in the country, which means 
there is an incredible amount of 
career opportunities for anyone 
that wants to come into the indus- 
try,” he said. 

In Virginia alone, the hospital- 
ity field (which includes hotel and 
restaurant management, cooking, 
catering and baking) is expected to 
grow 20 percent by 2012, accord- 


ing to Virginia Employment 
Commission projections. Culinary 
school administrators say they’re 
finding themselves with too few 
students to fill job postings. 

David Barrish, program 
director at J. Sargeant Reynolds 
Community College’s School 
of Culinary Arts, Tourism and 
Hospitality in Richmond, said 
the increasing prices at restaurants 
reflect the booming job market and 
fat salaries. “I am amazed at what 
people spend in restaurants. I bet 
you spend $8 on a burger at [TGI] 
Friday’s. With that kind of fuel and 
that kind of engine, the salaries 
are great.” 

Barrish also touted the liveli- 
ness of classrooms that combine 


established career changers pur- 
suing artistic interests with recent 
high school grads who think a 
chef’s cap and apron might look 
cool and help nab a date. He likes

to tell the true story of a professor 
who reminded his class that cook- 
ing “isn’t rocket science.” A student 
in the back of the classroom raised 
his hand. 

“It really isn’t,” he said, 
“because I am a rocket scientist 
and I know.” 

At L’Academie, 90 percent of 
enrolled students are career chang- 
ers and more than 75 percent have 
college degrees or higher, said 
Cullen. Recent classes have includ- 
ed four lawyers at LAcademie, as 
well as former Pentagon employ- 
ees and a dentist at J. Sargeant 
Reynolds. 

Brian Tsou decided to switch 
careers early on. Now in his sec- 
ond month at L’Acadamie, Tsou 


graduated from the University of 
Maryland, College Park, with a his- 
tory degree two years ago before 
deciding it wasn’t for him. “I was 
going to teach but I was like. I’m 
still young,” he said. “I wanted to 
do something I enjoy.” 

During a recent class, he and 
classmate Mark Barnhart admitted 
they were still struggling with the 
French-language menus. Students 
also take written exams and are 
required to turn in their note- 
books so instructors can make 
sure they aren’t tuning out dur- 
ing lectures. 

After graduation, Tsou and his 
classmates will be ready for entry- 
or mid-management positions such 
as aline cook, pantry chef, assistant

dining room manager or baker in 
a restaurant. Cullen emphasized, 
however, that not all students in 
culinary school want to be cooks; 
aspiring food writers or critics, 
nutritionists or entrepreneurs 
might also enroll. 

Programs in the area range 
from a $43,000 associate’s degree 
at the Art Institute of Washington, 
to one for about $4,400 at Northern 
Virginia Community College. 
Certificate programs at NVCC cost 
about $2,000, on up to $21,000 at 
CAcademie. 

The more expensive schools 
offer prestige and big names. 
Michael Zema, president of the 
International Council on Hotel, 
Restaurant and Institutional 
Education said the pricey pro- 
grams aren’t all that different from 
the cheaper ones — both have stan- 
dard high-tech equipment and top- 
notch faculty. 

“They can spend a lot of money 
for culinary training or they can 
spend the going rate of commu- 
nity college for a good program,” 


he said. “They’re not sauteing any 
differently than we are. The com- 
munity colleges are staying parallel 
with the proprietary schools.” 

One thing’s a given no matter 
what the school: Yummy food. 


Robyn Zimmerman, a LAcademie 
student, said her biggest fear never 
materialized, however. “I haven’t 
gained a single pound,” she whis- 
pered. “Everything looks too good

Get Your Tech On 


Computer skills still 
mean a lot in today’s 
post-bubble market 

George Watkins owns a deck-clean- 
ing business, but his mind is else- 
where these days. “One day I was 
reaching out far in front, working, 
and it occurred to me, ‘My back 
hurts,’” he said. Less than two years 
after that muscle twinge, Watkins 
is taking classes at Montgomery 
College, where he’s halfway through 


the coursework to become a certi- 
fied computer networking associate. 
He has big plans for his next, more 
better-paying, business venture. 

It’s a classic success story from 
the late 1990s: Take a few quick 
classes and doors fly open into the 
information technology market. 
Goodbye, low-tech job. 

Post-Internet bubble, it’s not 
quite that easy. But with thorough 
research and targeted studies, that 
Cinderella-like transformation from 
economic stepsister to belle of the 


job fair ball is still possible. 

“IT was the hot career around 
2000, but the choices to be made 
are different now than they were 
five years ago,” said Tara Manzow, 
skills development product man- 
ager for the Computing Technology 
Industry Association (CompTIA). 
“We’re not in that major spurt of 
growth now, but there’s a consis- 
tent growth pattern. It’s a job area 
that goes across all sectors — health 
care, financial services, education, 
manufacturing, business.”

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CompTI A identifies seven major 
career areas within IT — database 
development and administration, 
digital media, network devices (any- 
thing that gets connected to a net- 
work — PDAs, laptops, etc.), network 
infrastructure, programming, tech- 
nical writing, and Web development 
and administration. Most career 
training and continuing education 
courses fall into one of them. (There’s 
even a quiz at tcc.comptia.org that 
determines which IT career you’re 
best suited for.) 

Getting anywhere in any IT 
area means first wading through 
an alphabet soup of certifications. 
At the foundation level are those 
offered by CompTIA — vendor- 
neutral qualifications that attest to 
basic abilities in hardware and soft- 
ware trouble-shooting, networking, 
security and more. CompTIA’s A+ 


certification, for example, encom- 
passes the basic skills a help-desk 
technician might possess. A popu- 
lar recent addition to the series is 
the Security+ certification, which 
includes cryptography, access con- 
trol, and operational and organiza- 
tional security. It can be an impor- 
tant credential for networking 
experts. (Security courses, period, 
are hot sellers right now, particu- 
larly in Washington.) 

More specific are certifications 
created by leading hardware and 
software manufacturers to indicate 
mastery of their products. Cisco, a 
networking equipment supplier, is 
responsible for the much- coveted 
Cisco Certified Network Associate 
(CCNA) certification, for example. 
Many courses are available to pre- 
pare students to take the exams 
required to add such certifica-

tions to their resumes. 

“Cisco had these products and 
businesses were saying they couldn’t 
find people with the skills to main- 
tain them,” explained Derek Sontz, 
who teaches a CCNA-oriented 
networking class at Montgomery 


College. “So they put together this 
curriculum with a lot of online 
delivery and an e-learning model, 
and students do hands-on labs in 
addition to that.” 

After finishing Sontz’s class 
and an additional two semesters 
— the CCNA preparatory sequence 
is four semesters total — most of 
his students will arrange with a 
licensed testing company (such as 
Prometrics, which administers doz- 
ens of professional licensing exams) 
to take the CCNA test. 

Certifications offered by 
Microsoft and Oracle are perennial 
favorites, said Ed Palascynski, senior 
program director of Montgomery 
College’s Information Technology 
Institute. The Microsoft Certified 
Systems Engineer (MCSE) certifi- 
cation is a valuable credential for 
businesses that rely on Microsoft 


platforms, as is the Oracle Certified 
Professional (OCP) among those 
based on Oracle database tech- 
nologies. 

Specializing in IT doesn’t (nec- 
essarily) mean that you’ll be in a 
dark room with no human con- 
tact. Marjorie Bynum, a vice pres- 
ident of Information Technology 
Association of America (ITAA), is 
quick to stress the importance of 
old-world skills in the new technol- 
ogy marketplace, in which many 
IT positions are opening within 
non-tech companies. 

“We’re seeing hands-down a lot 
more interest from employers for 
people who also have non-technical 
skills, especially for project manage- 
ment,” she said. Lawyers, business 
school graduates, and people with a 
background in health care, financial

industries and manufacturing are 
particularly strong candidates, she 
added. 

A sometimes unexpected cross- 
over employer of IT graduates, for 
instance, is the sales and market- 
ing industry, which needs people 
with IT training to sell high-tech 
products. “The best salesperson 
can deal with the customer’s high- 
level technical questions, and the 
best technical person has enough 
sales skills to understand the cus- 
tomer’s requirements,” said Dendy 
Young, CEO of GTSI. The Dulles- 
based firm sells technology solutions 
to government clients. 

The opportunities are out there 
— but actually choosing a program 
can be a headache. The D.C. metro 
area boasts dozens of IT education 
providers, ranging from universities 
and community colleges to private 
technical schools and vendor-pro- 
vided training. 

Traditional colleges and universi- 
ties tend to offer longer courses and 
are a better value, said the ITAA’s 
Bynum. These courses are often the 
best option for high-skills areas such 
as programming and engineering. 

If a student is just looking for a 
particular skill or certification to 


tack onto existing qualifications, pri- 
vate technical colleges, like Strayer 
University, offer short, focused 
courses. Such private schools are 
often more responsive to the mar- 
ket, said Bynum, and are the first to 
offer courses on new topics. 

While some programs offer com- 
plete training for those in search of a 
new career — Montgomery College’s 
TechLEAPandWebLEAPprograms 
are examples — others are geared 
toward working IT professionals 
who need intense training and 
advanced credentials. This sum- 
mer, George Mason University is 
launching its Tech Advance pro- 
gram, a set of courses scheduled 
on nights and weekends for those 
with full-time jobs. 

For most students who take 
classes in IT, it’s the job market 
where their hard work will final- 
ly be tested. As Kevin Moore, a 
carpenter, IT intern and student 
in the Montgomery College net- 
working track, put it, “This is a 
lot like going to graduate school 
— you just keep taking classes and 
the exams get exponentially hard- 
er. But there’s a lot of money to be 
made, and there’s a lot of challenge 
in this work. And I love that chal- 
lenge.”
